The tour was 
designed by Putnam to reinforce for area elected officials 
the significant role the station plays in designing tomor¬ 
row’s food supply and by Hoyer to show therefore the in¬ 
advisability of continuing to sell off chunks of the center. 


COHSTRUCTIOH PROJECTS IH CITY 
TO IMPROVE TRAVEL CORIITIOHS

Greenbelt motorists and pedestrians should be cautious 
in traveling near several construction projects in and ar¬ 
ound the city, although when completed these federal, state 
and city projects will ultimately improve travel conditions. 

The State Highway Administration is currently widen¬ 
ing the Beltway exit ramp to Kenilworth Ave. to make it 
two separate lanes, and will be installing a traffic light for 
cars making the left turn from the ramp onto the south¬ 
bound lane of Kenilworth. The light will stop traffic only 
after being tripped by a car on the exit ramp, and will be 
synchronized with the light at the Crsecent Road intersec¬ 
tion. 


Armed with a set of goals, 
Hoyer and his invited guests — 
three dozen local officials and a 
dozen or more journalists and 
photographers — filled a large 
bus for a two-hour ride through 
the rain. The WTTG-Channel 5 
camera crew tagged along behind 
in their own van. 

“We wanted to see, first hand, 
what vital work is being conduc¬ 
ted at the Research Center,” — 
Hoyer^s Goal No. 1. 

On the North Farm (west of 
Route One), the group viewed 
the world’s largest orchard en¬ 
tirely propagated from “tissue 
culture.” Scientist Miklos Faust 
displayed his virus-free, genetic¬ 
ally identical plants grown by the 
thousands from tiny bits of plant 
tissue. This new form of propa¬ 
gation, using stoppered test 
tubes and glass jars in the ster¬ 
ile conditions of a laboratory, al¬ 
lows fruit trees to be grown on 
their own root system rather than 
grafted onto other stock. Straw¬ 
berry plants and five leading 
types of apple trees now propa¬ 
gated in this manner at Beltsville 
are shipped to test stations a- 
round the country. Faust is 
particularly excited about his 
new dwarf apple trees that are 
more prolific in fruit production 
per acre than full size trees and 
require easier and less expensive 
care. Genetic work is underway 
to produce a dwarf peach — 
equally prolific and with good 
tasting fruit. Faust is design¬ 
ing the orchards of the future. 

Plans for the visitors to dis¬

a dainty new orchard of young 
peach trees in bloom and the 
beauty of the open, rolling farm 
land with research center build¬ 
ings in the distance, had to be 
scrapped because of the steady 
rain and the water-sogged 
ground.. 

As the bus bounced back along 
the narrow field road toward 
Route One, Putnam pointed out 
the new Bio-Science Building, 
“one of the only two new build¬ 
ings put up since World War II.” 
(The other, the 14-story Nation¬ 
al Agricultural Library, is not 
under BARC administration). 
The Bio-Science building houses 
studies such as soil-borne dis¬ 
eases and basic research in my¬ 
cology. (It was in this building 
that Greenbelt resident and 
BARC mycology expert L, R. 
Batra, upon special request, first 
tested and then guaranteed the 
purity and healthfulness of the 
millions of pounds of processed 
cheeses held in storage and now 
being given away by the federal 
government.) 

An adjacent building houses 
the national program staff — a 
coordinating group, including 
Greenbelt resident Ralph Bram 
that “makes sure we’re not dupli¬ 
cating work done in any of the 
field stations around the country,” 
said Putnam.

Hoyer Hosts firoup

At an April 15 press confer¬ 
ence at the Beltsville Agricultu¬ 
ral Research Center (BARC), 
Congressman Steny Hoyer said 
an end must he put to the uncer¬ 
tainty surrounding the future of 
the lands at BARC, and that he 
would commit himself to the ef¬ 
fort to stop attempts to further 
erode the size and shape of the 
research center. 

Hoyer told the press, and a 
gathering of various state and 
local Maryland officials, that by 
coming to BARC the delegation 
wanted “to express collectively 
our outrage at the cavalier meth¬ 
ods used by this administration 
in an attempt to salvage their 
budget,” He added that the offi¬ 
cials wanted “to see, first hand, 
what vital work is being con¬ 
ducted at the Research Center 
... to present a solid show of 
support for the work being done 
here.” 

Hoyer said that since 1971 
more than 2200 acres of the cen¬ 
ter have been given over to other 
government agencies or private 
interesj^s. Hoyer said: “There is 
no question that the 7500 acres 
of BARC provide an attractive 
setting for commercial develop¬ 
ment. It is right off major inter¬ 
state highways and major access 
roads.” 

Hoyer accused the General 
Services Administration and the 
Federal Property Review Board 
of “barreling through a proposal 
to sell off 267 acres of land at 
BARC,” thereby perverting the 
intent and purpose of the law 
that permits GSA to dispose of 
land the federal government no 
longer needs or wants. Hoyer 
added, “The administration has 
been entrusted with the care and 
management of our federal re¬ 
sources, and it appears now that 
its representatives seem bent on 
selling to the highest bidder any 
federal land that might appear 
attractive to the private sector, 
regardless of the consequences,” 

Hoyer expressed concern that 
GSA is planning another survey 
in May to determine if more land 
might be subject to exeessing, 
Hoyer pointed out that if the 
247-acre excessed BARC parcel is 
sold, it would place people with¬ 
in one tenth of a mile of pesti¬ 
cide research being carried on at 
BARC. Hoyer asked, “And how 
much would it cost the govern¬ 
ment to pick up stakes, move 2300 
employees and buy the land to re¬ 
new the BARC mandate at some

The ramp improvements are a 
direct response to the increasing 
number of cars exiting at Kenil¬ 
worth and a solution to backups 
on the ramp that back up onto 
the Beltway at rush hour. Plan¬ 
ning stages for this project began 
almost two years ago, and the 
actual construction should be 
completed by July, according to 
Thomas Kidwell of the Highway 
Administration, The New Jersey 
barrier now in the plan will not 
be a permanent fixture. The fed¬ 
eral government is paying for 
three-fourths of the project and 
the state of Maryland will pay 
the rest from its Special Projects 
Fund. The total cost for the im¬ 
provements is $139,551. 

Water Line 

The Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission is instal¬ 
ling a new water main along 
Crescent Road, to tie together 
two existing systems in Box¬ 
wood and Lakewood creating a 
“loop connection.” The project 
is also tying up traffic somewhat 
along Crescent Road. According 
to Frank Hauser, foreman of the 
Tri-County Utilities, Inc. crew 
hired by the WSSC, the crew will 
be laying pipe for about one 
more week, and the entire project 
should be completed in about two 
weeks. Connecting the two water 
systems will allow the water to 
flow continuously, which has sev¬ 
eral benefits, according To Haus¬ 
er. The water is fresher and 
more sanitary, and the pressure 
in the pipes doesn’t fluctuate as 
much which cuts down on ham¬ 
mering in the pipes. 


Overpass 

Completion of the pedestrian 
walkway to Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School overpass has 
been delayed by all the wet 
weather this Spring. Fill dirt 
needs to be added and ramps 
built at each end of the walkway 
but the area has been so muddy, 
it won’t support the construction 
vehicles. A spokesman for the 
Federal Highway Administration 
estimates that two weeks of dry 
weather is all that is needed be¬ 
fore work on the walkway can 
resume. Meanwhile, students 
regularly cross the walkway, al¬ 
though one complained, “Yeah, I 
use it, but you can’t cross it un¬ 
less you climb — it’s a pain!” 

Potholes 

Potholes were not such a prob¬ 
lem this year on Greenbelt 
streets because of the mild win¬ 
ter. Greenbelt’s public works Di¬ 
rector George Smith says that 
his crews filled fewer this year 
than last. Public Works crews 
finished patching the final pot¬ 
holes last week, although with 
temporary patches until the wea¬ 
ther warms up enough that they 
put in permanent patches. In the 
meantime if residents spot a 
temporary patch giving way, or 
a new hole developing, they can 
probably assume that the public 
works department already knows 
about it. “Usually we see them 
— usually we don’t get calls on 
potholes,” Smith said, but he 
suggested that Greenbelters call 
474-8004, twenty-four hours a 
day and leave a message on an 
answering machine with the loca¬ 
tion of the hole.

Lovers of symphonic music enjoyed a delightful evening 
when the Baltimore Symphony presented its second bian¬ 
nual concert of the 1982-83 season at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School on Wednesday, April 20. The selections were 
taken entirely from the Romantic era.

Verdi’s overture to La Forza 
del Destino opened the program 
with its dramatic and intense 
melody. The horn section stood 
out especially with its full, rich 
sound. Schubert’s Symphony No. 
8, the ‘^Unfinished (so-called be¬ 
cause it consists of only two 
movements) rounded out the first 
half of the program. Conductor 
Alan Balter did a fine job of de¬ 
lineating the foreboding versus 
lyrical segments of the first 
movement. The handling of the 
dynamics in the second move¬ 
ments was skillful; the pianiasi- 
mo sections were especially ar¬ 
resting. 

Bizet’s Symphony in C, the 
main work on the second half of 
the program, was performed with 
the light-hearted, joyful lyricism 
which is its hallmark. Though 
the strings did not always meet 
the demands placed on them in 
the allegro vivace movement, 
they did do good pizzicato work 
in the first and second movements 
of this symphony and in the se¬ 
cond of the Schubert. Oboist 
Joe Turner played his solo in the 
Adagio of the Bizet symphony 
with expressive beauty and play¬ 
ed the smaller solos in the allegro 
vivo and in the second movement 
of the Schubert symphony equal¬ 
ly well. 

“Tales from the Vienna Woods” 
by Johann Strauss, Jr., provided 
a charming conclusion for the 
program. Maestro Balter chose 
a realistic waltz tempo and in¬ 
cluded just enough ruhato to give 
the piece dramatic emotion while 
not allowing it to become 
schmaltzy. 

Unfortunately, there was one 
major disappointment Wednes¬ 
day evening: The hall was just 
slightly over half full. During 
intermission, Albert Herling of 
the Greenbelt Arts Trust ad¬ 
dressed himself to this situation 
and informed the audience that 
the Trust had a $7500 deficit re¬ 
sulting from the community’s 
failure to support the perform¬ 
ance.

or ‘of no value to our federal 
government/ and to see just how 
that aetion would affect the ex¬ 
periments at BARC.” — Hoyer’s 
Goal No. 2. 

As the bus approached the 18- 
acre parcel on Route One north 
of the library, one of the two 
parcels “excessed” during 1982 
by BARC officials and released 
for sale by Government Services 
Administration (GSA), Putnam 
explained his role. “I work for 
the Executive Branch . . he be¬ 
gan. “It has been their policy to 
sell land not fully utilized.” (Any 
open field, even one containing 
experimental crops or livestock, 
may at least upon first inspection 
—be considered underutilized, ac¬ 
cording to current GSA defini¬ 
tions, Putnam later explained to 
the News Review. “It's our job 
to explain as best we can why 
it's not underutilized. If we're 
successful, they'll not recommend 
its excess. If we're not, they 
will.”) We excessed parcels of 
land that would “be least dam¬ 
aging to the research center, if 
they were excessed, Putnam told 
the group. 

“It is our intention,” broke in 
Hoyer, “that none will be ex- 
cessed.” 

The 13-^cre parcel, Putnam 
told the group, has been the con¬ 
necting link between the two 
large areas of the farm — 
BARC-East and BARC-West. A 
small road to the south of the 
property allows slow-moviing 
farm equipment to move safely 
from one area to the other. Ear¬ 
lier plans called for construction 
of a vistiors/conference center on 
the site, but budget constraints 
have prevented implementation. 

Sale of this parcel worries 
Faus-t, for it would bring devel¬ 
opment which could introduce vi¬ 
ruses and added pollution to 
within 0.1 mile of his experi¬ 
mental virus-free strawberry 
field. If he should have to move 
his field, he pointed out there is 
no other place on the 7,000 acres 
BARC still owns that duplicates 
the special conditions of that 
strawberry patch. 

The group also viewed the 
wooded five-aore site off Rhode 
Island Avenue between Sunny- 
side Park (BARC land excessed 
several years ago and picked up 
by Park and Planning) and the 
State Police Barracks. The five 
acres was excessed undej* a pre¬ 
vious administration and attract¬ 
ed the interest of Park and Plan¬ 
ning. Their efforts to obtain the 
land in order to expand the park 
next door were turned down by 
GSA in favor of selling the par¬ 
cel at fair market value. 

Earlier Sales 

In the past dozen years, 2,200 
acres have been stripped from 
BARC—most given to other fed¬ 
eral agencies, some sold. One 
parcel, wholly within the indus¬ 
trial tract on the north side of 
Sunnyside Avenue sold for a tan¬ 
talizing $50,000 an acre. 

Of the 7,000+ acres remaining, 
4,000 is in cleared ground used 
for research plot or for forage 
and feed for experimental ani¬ 
mals on the farm; and 2,000 
is wooded flood plain along 
Beaver Dam and Indian Creeks 
and their tributaries or buffer 
zones used to isolate research 
plots. (An executive order of the 
late '70's prohibits the exces- 
sing of land in a flood plain.) 
The remaining 500 acres is tak¬ 
en up by building clusters, opera¬ 
tional sites, parking lots and 
roads. About 2,300 people work 
here, bringing a major portion of 
BARC’s budget into the immedi¬ 
ate area where most live. Adding 
in t|ie budgets of other agencies 
who share or rent space at BA¬ 
RC, the total funds coming into 
the area reaches $100 million an¬ 


nually. 

Sampling of Facts 
The bus toured the central por¬ 
tion of the farm as Putnam of¬ 
fered facts and answered ques¬ 
tions. The milking parlor receives 
70 percent of its energy 
from solar panels on the roof. 


The oldest building on the station 
is the white house high on a hill 
over-looking Powder Mill Road 
and used for office space. Built 
in 1792, the house was on the 
Snowden (Montpelier) property. 

The Beltsville white turkey was 
developed here in the forties. The 
Log Lodge, built by the Civilian 
Conservation Corps from logs on 
the site, was patterned after the 
one in Yellowstone Park, Putnam 
is participating in the Human 
Nutrition Study along with a 
number of Greenbelt residents and 
others. 

The third stop brought the bus 
riders to the bees. Greenbelt 
resident and BARC bee expert 
Suzanne Batra boarded the bus, 
for by now the riders, like the 
bees they had come to see, would 
not come out into the rain. Batra 
talked of her work in introduc¬ 
ing a small, gentle bee whose 
sting (if sufficiently pestered) is 
rather like a mosquito bite. The 
Osmia bee, imported from Japan, 


Hves in inexpensive cardboard 
straws, polinetes crops and or¬ 
chards very efficiently and hiber¬ 
nates 10 months of the year, 
Batra, a scientist in the benefic¬ 
ial insects program, has been in¬ 
troducing the owners of small 
farms to the Osmia. 


Currently, Batra is surveying 
native bees on the research cen¬ 
ter. 

The remaining parcel exces¬ 
sed by BARC officials, 247 acres, 
which lies along the northern 
border of the entomology area of 
BARC, occupies, in part, a flood 
plain and serves as a buffer zone. 
It is the site of entomological, 
zoological (frogs and salamand¬ 
ers) and forest (gypsy moth and 
fall cankerworm) research.

other location?” 

Legislation 

In February, Hoyer introduced 
a bill in the House of Represent¬ 
atives “to restrict the disposal by 
the Administrator of General 
Services of certain real property 
located at the Beltsville Agricul¬ 
tural Research Center.” In re¬ 
sponse to a question about how 
this bill and related legislation is 
progressing,” Hoyer said, “They 
(the bills) are not moving at this 
point in time.” He added, “They 
are in committee.” 

But Hoyer went on to say that 
the intent of the legislation is to 
prod the administration into a 
“change of heart” so that the 
matter may be resolved adminis¬ 
tratively without 
of passing the legislation. Hoyer 
said, “The bills, to some 
are a vehicle to focus attention 
on the issue so that we might re¬ 
solve it, from our particular 
standpoint administratively —that 


is, to have a change of heart.” 

Hoyer said the proposed legis¬ 
lation, if widely supported in the 
Congress, would probably put 
enough pressure on the executive 
branch to cause a redetermina¬ 
tion of the adverse effects of the 
BARC sale, and would probably 
prevent the sale without need for 
passing legislation. Hoyer closed 
his statement by saying, “I 
will continue my close scrutiny 
of both GSA and FPRB actions, 
and I will work to see that legis¬ 
lation is adopted in Congress to 
preserve and maintain the land 
and functions of the Research 
Center here in Beltsville.” 

Greenbelt was well represented 
with Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, 
Councilmen Ed Putens, Advisory 
Planning Board member Toni 
Bram, city staff members James 
K. Giese and Dorothy Lauber. 
County Councilman Richard Cas¬ 
taldi, County Executive Parris 
Glendening and State Senator 
Leo Green were also there.
